The Hon. D. A. Ure has an- 
nounced that according to advice 
received from the Veterinary Di- 
rector General at Ottawa, MD No. 
73 is now a fully accredited T.B. 
Free Area. Its status as an accre- 
dited area will be effective until 

{September 1, 1954. 

Such, areas are established un- 
der the. authority of the Veterin- 
ary Director General. Before a 
Municipality can become a T.B. 
Restricted Area,-a petition must | 
be signed by at least two-thirds 
of. the cattle owners in the Mun- 
icipality. This petition is submit- 
ted“to the Provincial Minister of 
Agriculture, who approves it and 
forwards it to the Veterinary Di- 

|reetor General. When the Veter- 

inary Director General accepts 
the petition the Dominion Dept. |.
